Compulsory Irish. 

In his speech at Ennis, on Wednesday, the 
Free State’s Minister for Education raised 
an issue of the first importance. He made 
a vehement defence of his department's 
policy, declaring that he did not propose 
to make any change in it, and that, if it 
were changed against his will, he would 
resign his office. Mr. MacNeill’s aim is 
“to rebuild Irish nationality,’’ and his 
main instrument for the purpose is the 
compulsory teaching of the Irish language 
in the Saorstat's schools. Many different 
conceptions of Irish nationality are held 
sincerely by different classes of Irishmen, 
but we can say with confidence that the 
country’s verdict on the value of Mr. 
MacNeill’s instrument is almost unani- 
mous. Even a year ago it was easy to 
label anybody as a “ West Briton,” or as 
something yet more opprobrious, if he re- 
sented compulsory Irish as being a waste 
of children’s time and a curtailment of 
their opportunities in life. To-day Mr. 
MacNeill’s severest critics are those of his 
own household—turned against him by the 
swift results of his disastrous experiment 
in the schools. Compulsion is killing not 
only the efficiency of the schools in all 
other subjects, but the prospects of the 
Irish language. It was denounced heartily 
this week by two such well-known enthu- 
siasts for the language as Mr. George 
Moonan and Miss Agnes O’Farrelly.. Mr. 
Moonan described the places where teachers 
arecrammed with Irish as ‘ concentration 
camps.’’ Miss O’Farrelly said that the 
country was rising in revolt against forced 
methods of education, and that, in spite of 
a large expenditure of money, the Irish 
language, under Mr. MacNeill’s fatal 
patronage, had reached its nadir of 
popularity. Yet Mr. MacNeill tells us 
that, so long as he remains in office, he 
will make no change. 

An element of hallucination seems to be 
blended curiously with the practical and 
progressive policy of the Free State 
Government. In some matters — and 
especially in this matter of compulsory 
Irish—it is wholly out of touch with 
public. opinion. Mr. MacNeill is con- 
vinced that, if compuisory Irish were put 
before the people to-morrow. as a simple 
and clear issue, there would be an over- 
whelming majority in its favour. The 
statement proves that Mr. MacNeill is 
living in a world of his own. At the 
recent election for the Senate several candi- 
dates made a special point of their services 
to the language. If Mr. MacNeill’s con- 
viction were well-founded, they ought. to 
have been placed at the top of the 
poll; but, in fact, their combined . first 
preference votes were hardly equal to 
those of either of the two representa- 
tives of the trade whose chief interest 
in the Irish tongue is to keep it 
moist. The plain truth is that Ministers 
have made a grave blunder and are per- 
sisting in it to the country’s increasing 
injury and to their own increasing loss of 
popularity and prestige. The amount of 
hostility to the rational encouragement 
of Irish studies remains negligible, but the 
whole body of public opinion is now 
marshalled against the policy of com- 
pulsion in the schools. There is no dis- 
tinction now’ of Protestant or Roman 
Catholic, ex-Unionist or Nationalist. All 
resent a tyranny which is inconsistent 
with the very title of a free country. 
All are frightened and angered by the 
paralysis of education from the primary 
school to the university. All are con- 
cerned profoundly for the threatened 
ang | Prospects of the rising generation. —

National ‘Playing Fields. 


Not the least important lesson of the 
war was summarised by Mr. Lloyd George 
in a characteristic phrase deploring the 
difficulty of building up am Al nation 
with Cá material.

Already the Northern Govern- 
ment has recognised the special needs of 
young people by making the payment of 
unemployment relief to those under 
eighteen contingent upon attendance at 
classes organised by the Education 
Authority. It is no less ‘urgent to de- 
velop bodies than to train minds, especially 
under the abnormal conditions prevailing 
in industrial centres. Dublin in this 
matter is better provided than Belfast or, 
indeed, than most cities which have grown 
to greatness as a result of the industrial 
revolution. Throughout the Free State 
generally the problem is less lack of space 
in which to play games than lack of spirit 
to organise them. The tossihg-ring in 
recent years has become more popular 
than the running-track, and the ball-alley 
stands no chance with the dance-hall. We 
have produced, and still can produce, 
great athletes—Tipperary this week has 
been welcoming the invincible J. J. Ryan 
on his return from his Continental 
triumphs—but in the mas we are 
content to cheer athletes rather than to 
practise athleticism.

~The Price of Bread. 


The British Food Council is about to 
join issue with the master bakers on the 
subject of bread prices. In London the 
majority of bakers are charging tenpence 
for the quartern loaf, but several) firms and 
co-operative societies have fixed their prices

Food Council desires to get the marimum 
price down to ninepence, but the master 
bakers are adamant. They will countenance 
no reduction in bread prices until the price 
of flour has been reduced. Their position 
is that. ‘‘ the price of the quartern loaf 
will be reduced to ninepence-halfpenny 
when the price of flour falls to forty-five 
shillings. a sack.’’ The action which the 
Food Council will take to enforce its 
decision remains to be seen. Consumers in 
London and the provinces believe that some 
teduction could be made without any 
serious loss to the bakers. In Dublin, and, 
indeed, throughout the Free State, the 
high price of bread is a serious problem 
for all classes of the community. Londoners 
complain of the existing high price of ten- 
pence for the quartern loaf ; in Dublin it 
is elevenpence-halfpenny, and the people 
continue to pay this price without com- 
plaint. Some time ago the Free State 
Government. established a Commission on 
Food Prices, which sat for several months 
and published an elaborate report and 
certain recommendations. The Trades 
Loans Guarantee Act was the net outcome 
of the Commission’s work, and that has 
done little to solve the problem of. dear 
living.. Since much of the discontent 
existing in the Saorstat is due to the 
high cost of foodstuffs, the Government 
ought to make no delay in tackling the 
problem of bread prices.

It is uncertain what line the miners will 
take now that the Prime Minister has 
rejected their interpretation of the coal 
truce terms, but it is virtually assured 
that there will be no’ repetition of the 
attempt to bring about a national strike. 
It is not certain even that the trade union 
leaders will support the attitude taken 
up by the miners; for at present they are 
divided on the question, and there is no 
immediate prospect of a decision. The 
leaders are inclined to ‘think: that the 
miners will lose the support and sympathy 
of the public if they persist in their 
present attitude. The work of the Coal 
Commission will continue, but the miners 
can rob its findings of much of their value. 
A ‘‘ straight deal ' with a,trade union 
seems to become more and more difficult. 
The Miners’ Federation put its signature 
to certain points drawn up by the Prime 
Minister, and it could not reject the agree- 
ment then made without what would 
appear to be a gross breach of faith. 


Premier's Reply Final. 


It is stated in Downing street that the 
reply of the Prime Minister to the 
Miners’ Federation is the final and 
absolute decision of the Government. There 
will be no going back on a decision which 
was issued only after Mr. Baldwin had 
fully considered the merits of the case 
presented by the miners, with some of the 
ablest of his advisers. It is also said that 
there is a determination on the part of the 
Government that there shall be no further 
demands on the National Exchequer out- 
side the agreement made with the miners 
in July. 


Mr: Lleyi George and the Conservatives. 


Rumours as to possible changes in the 
constitution of the Conservative Party are 
much discussed in political circles just 
now, but it is only right to say in the 
beginning that it is impossible to find any 
real grounds for the stories circulated. 
The most important suggestion is that Mr. 
Lloyd George may return to office before 
very long by throwing in his lot with’ Mr. 
Baldwin and the Conservatives, since it is 
recognised that, while Liberalism is not 
dead, it has very little chance of returnin 
to power for some years tocome. The idea of 
a junction between the Conservatives and 
the Lloyd George Liberals would be to avert 
a second term of office by the Socialists, 
which might be a possibility if the Con- 
servatives and Liberals should determine 
to oppose each other in the constituencies. 
The rumour says that no arrangement will 
be made for a considerable time yet, since 
there is no immediate possibility of a 
general election. 


Great Activity in Rubber Market. 


Conditions in the rubber share market 
to-day were reminiscent of the boom days, 
and the volume of business done was the 
largest since that of the famous. Monday 
early in July. There was much excite- 
ment all day, and orders were pouring in 
from all quarters, the scramble to secure 
shares being so keen that the market at 
times was congested with a mass of 
struggling brokers. A feature of. the de- 
velopment is that people are not buying 
wildly, but making purchases with the 
‘long view,” in marked contrast with the 
fever oí two months ago. Investors seem 
to be ignoring the part which rubber pro- 
duction may play in any boom, parti- 
cularly as the estimates for 1926 vary 
enormously, and it is upon these estimates 
that so many values are fixed. 


Maintenance of Supplies. 


Many people will be eager to associate 
themselves with the new patriotic body 
called the Organisation for the Main- 
tenance of Supplies, which has been 
formed under the presidency of Lord 
Hardinge of Penshurst. It is an excellent 
idea that all those prepared to assist in 
maintaining supplies of food, water and 
fuel, with the efficiency of the utility 
services, should be organised; but it is to 
be hoped that this precautionary step will 
not be used as an excuse by the Govern- 
ment for failing to take up the responsi- 
bilities belonging to it. The Government 
has the disposal of all the armed forces, 
the police and the Civil Service, and can 
call for volunteers to cope with any situa- 
tion that may arise, and it is to the 
Government. that the people will turn 
naturally in time of trouble for protection. 

Lord Hardinge, when interviewed to-day, 
said that the new organisation was not in 
any way aggressive, and it was intended 
to decentralise the whole work as much 
as possible, while in any serious emergency 
the organisation would be run by the 
Government. At the right moment the 
whole body would be handed over to the 
Government, irrespective of -what political 
colour that Government might have. The 
whole object is that the community shall 
be prepared for anything that may 
jeopardise the maintenance of its essential 
supplies.

‘and in May, 1914, the eight clubs then exist- 
ing in Great. Britain and Ireland joined 
together. in. the association now known as the 
Rotary International Association for Great 
Britain and Ireland, which has grown to a 
strength of 175 clubs, with a roximately 
ten thousand members. To-day Rotary Inter- 
national is a great organisation of over 1,850 
clubs, with a membership of 103,000 in no 
fewer than twenty-nine countries of the world. 


ROTARY'S OBJECTS. 

Meee ó of Rotary clubs is formed on 
the unique plan of one active and representa. 
tive man from each line-of business and pro- 
fession in the community. The objects of 
Rotary are to encourage and foster the ideal 
of service as the basis of all worthy. enter- 
prise; high ethical standards in business and 
professions ; the development of acquantance 
as an opportunity for service; the recognition 
of the worthiness of all useful occupations, 
and the dignifying by each Rotarian of his 
occupation as an opportunity to serve society ;

SEVERAL BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED. 
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, Vicker’s Works, Dartford, Kent, became 
involved, last night at about 10 o'clock,

The outbreak commenced in the wood- 
work department, and the timber sheds, 
stoke-holds and paint departments were 
quickly involved. 

Since the war the buildings, which were 
formerly used for shell-filling, have been 
devoted to the manufacture of furniture 
and toys, and there was a large quantity 
of timber and paint stored on the premises 
for this purpose.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE, 


FRESH OUTBREAK IN 
ENGLAND. 


The Department of Lands and Agriculture 
are officalily informed by the British Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries that an outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease was confirmed yes- 
terday at High Wycombe, Buckinghamshire. 

The usual precautions have been taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease. 


AN INVASION FROM THE CONTINENT. 

he total stock on the premises consisted 
of twelve cows, two goats, and two pigs, of 
which six cows were.found affected with the 
disease. The slaughter of the stock is pro- 
ceeding, and the Ministry has made an order 
imposing restrictions on the movement of 
animals within a radius of about fifteen 
miles of the infected premises. 

No definite information is available as to 
the origin of the outbreak, but inquiries are 
being made with a view to discovering the 
source of infection. There is litle doubt, 
however, that this is a. new invasion from 
the Continent, where there has been a 
marked imcrease in the prevalence of foot- 
and-mouth disease during. the past three 
months. In one country of North-Western 
Europe alone there were over four thousand 
— outbreaks reported in the month of 
uly. 


THE EGGS ACT 


TO BE ENFORCED NEXT WEEK. 


The Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act, 1924, 
which, as may be seen by an announcement 
in ‘our advertising columns, comes into opera- 
tion on the Ist.. proximo, Eggs by 
}regulations the conditions under, which the 
export trade in eggs from the Free State must 
be carried on from that date. No package of 
eggs over eleven pounds in weight may be 
exported unless the eggs have n tested 
and are graded and packed in a package of 
standard pattern, which must be correctly 
marked and consigned direct from premises 
registered under the Act. 

n exception is made in favour of packa 
of eggs specially marked ‘for incubation,”’ 
containing not more than ten dozen eggs, and, 
in addition, a HD may be exempted 
by being specially licensed by the Minister 
for Agriculture. 

The operation of the new Act should effect 
ian immediate improvement in the quality of 
eggs sent out of the country, and the efforts 
of the Department for its strict. enforcement 
will receive the support of every trader who 
desires to raise the standard of Irish produce. 

The penalties for not complying with the 
regulations include a fine not exceeding £20 
for the first offence, and £50, with the pos- 
sibility of imprisonment. for a second offence. 
A further deterrent is that any eggs exported 
} or attempted to be exported in contravention 
of the Act will be forfeited.

The advertisement of Messrs. ~Siemens- 
Schuckert calling for 3,000 unskilled 
labourers for the Shannon scheme and the 
wages offered were the subject of much dis- 
cussion yesterday in Labour circles in the 
city of Dublin. Thirty-two shillings a 
week for a fifty hours week with free 
lodging provided by the contractor are the 
terms. 

During the day the National Executive 
Council of the [Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union considered the 
matter and issued a statement notifying 
all memb(@s that the wage advertised for 
work on the Shannon scheme had not been 
agreed to by the Union. 


UNION RATES OF WAGES. 


me ne 


THE FREE LODGING IDEA. 


A ‘leading official of the Transport Union 
explained to an /rish Times reporter that 
the wage for builders’ labourers in the City of 
Dublin was 1s. 4d. an hour for a fort Neer 
hour week. The union rate in Limerick was 
ls, 34d. an hour for a forty-seven hour week. 
There is a great variety of local rates for 
different districts, but the wage that the union 
say should apply for work such as these men 
will be engaged in is ls. ld. per hour for a 
fifty-hour week. The wage that was refused 
was eightpence per hour for a fifty-hour week, 
and the wage now offered, 32s a week, is 
something less—it works out at a fraction 
over 7id. an hour. Free lodging to a man 
who has to leave: his home is no advantage. 
The free lodging would work out very cheaply : 
5s. a week would be an outside estimate of 
its value, especially where a large number of 
men are concerned. The fact that the men 
will be housed on the job will be a distinct 
advantage to the contractor, and will facilitate 
in getting the work done speedily. 

This official further agreed that the wage of 
32s. offered contrasted badly with the wage 
paid on Government reiief work. A lot of 
that work had been done in some parts of the 
country at a wage ranging from 3s. In 
Dublin the rate was 50s., but, in connection 
with the acceptance of the ‘wage, it should be 
remembered that it was relief work. 


LABOUR AND THE OFFER. 

So far as one could gather, Labour resents the 
offer. ‘‘ We would have been glad,” said that 
official, “‘ to have met the firm in the matter, 
and we could have set up machinery to bring 
about a satisfactory settlement. One would 
have imagined that it would have been the 
contractors’ first interest to have made in- 
quiry from the responsible people. I do not 
believe that any éxperienced contractor—even 
one in a small way—in this country would 
have taken such a step. We resent very 
much that a wage should be offered without 
any previous negotiations with the trades 
union concerned. We are sorry that there 
should’ be such a mess, but there is 
nobody to blame but the contractors, who did 
not make the least inquiry as to what wages 
might be.” 

THE APPLICATIONS. 

It is believed that applications for work 
will be forthcoming from more than the 
number required, in view of the widespread 
unemployment in the country. As one man 
put it: “Men will work for any wage.’’ But 
the point is, will the men when once on the 

b continue to work for what the Trades’ 

nion consider an inadequate wage? . 


“USED TO BE IRISH.” 

The advertisement for Messrs. Siemens- 
+ Schuckert for shorthand typists, ' with sound 
knowledge. of German,’’ also has created in- 
terest. There was something of the cynic 
about the young man who, when discussing 
the prospects of a,clerk’s job with another, 
i remarked: “You must have a sound know- 
ledge of German—it used to be Irish.’’ 


THE LIMERICK UNEMPLOYED. 


At a largely-attended meeting of the 
Limerick unemployed workers on Thursday 
night, Mr. J. O'Connor, presiding, a resolu- 
tion was passed. protesting against the 
methods adopted by the Government “in 
taking advantage of the wide-spread misery 
of the Irish working classes by forcing us 
to work for a. wage less than sufficient to 
maintain even a small family in anything like 
the frugal comfort laid down in the famous 
Encyclical of Pope Leo XIII. We call upon 
the representatives of the working classes in 
the Parliament of the nation to take such 
steps as may, be necessary to ensure that 
the workers employed in the Shannon power 
scheme get a living wage, and further call 
upon our comrades, the workers employed 
end unemployed all over Ireland, to give us 
their unqualified support in any effort we may 
make to end this intolerable state of affairs.’’ 


“TREATED WITH CONTEMPT.” 

Interviewed yesterday in reference to an 
advertisement appearing in that morning’s 
papers for three thousand unskilled workers 
fot the Shannon scheme, at thirty-two shil- 
lings for a fifty-hour week, with free lodgings, 
officers of the Limerick branch of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union stated 
that it would treat the offer of Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert with the greatest possible 
contempt on behalf of the workers. Irish 
workers had common-sense enough not to be 
misled by the specious wording of the adver- 
' tisement. 

Doctor MacLaughlin, Irish representative of 
Messrs. Siemens - Schuckert, arrived in 
Limerick yesterday afternoon. When asked 
for his views, he said that he had no com- 
munication to make on the situation. He 
met the Mayor at Cruise's Hotel, but what 
took place is not known. 


EX-SOLDIERS' PROTEST.

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TWO AIRMEN KILLED. 


MACHINES FALL 3,000 FEET. 


_A flying accident involving the death of two 
airmen attached to the Duxford Aerodrome 
took place at Saffron Walden yesterday 
morning. 

It appears that several aeroplanes were 
flying in fighting fotmation, and when above 

Imdon, six miles from Saffron Walden. two 
of the machines collided at a height of about 
three thousand feet. 

Sergeant G. J. McGrath, aged 28, whose 
home is stated to be at Bristol, and Flight- 
Lieutenant B. R. Carter, who were pilots of 
the machines, were instantly killed. The 
aeroplanes fell half a mile apart,.one into a 
ploughed field and the other into a field of 
stubble. A large number of women and 
SEAN working near by saw the machines 
all. 

Mr. J. F. Wilkes, J.P., owner of the Loft- 
hall Estate, on which the machines fell, went 
to the scene of the accident and extricated 
the pilots, who were both dead. The bodies 
were removed to Duxford Aerodrome, where 
the inquest will be held to-day.

NEW SUCCESS RY THE 
FRENCH. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENTS. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The centre of interest in the Moroccan 
front has suddenly moved. from West to 
East. Following the Spanish push towards 
Ajdir comes news of an action by the 
French troops north of Kiffane, which lies 
due south of Ajdir, at a distance from it 
of some forty miles, in wild, mountainous 
country. 

A Fez despatch. describing this morning s 
action, says that, following an all-night 
bombardment, the troops left Kiffane 
before dawn, capturing at daybreak the 
heights of Djevel, Bukchun, and Kef el 
Kunsun, three miles east of Kiffane. 

The Moors were completely surprised by 
the suddenness of the attack, and fled, leaving 
two guns and a quantity of ammunition in 
the hands of the French.: Two hours later a 
counter-attack in the. Kunsun district was 
held up by artillery fire, while aeroplanes 
bombed the Moors, who retired in disorder. 

These operations are stated to preclude 
more important developments. In other 
sectors of the front the French Air Force 
bombed the upper Wergha valley, while in 
the Western region, the Bubane tribesmen, 
who recently submitted to the French, 
repulsed a rebel attack. 


THE SPANISH LOSSES. 
MADRID, Friday. 

It is officially announced that the Spanish 
losses in the advance made in the vicinity of 
Ajdir on Wednesday; when three important 
Riffi positions were captured, were six officers 
and seventy men—mostly natives—killed, and 
16 officera and 500 men—mostly natives— 
wounded, including over 200 slightly wounded. 
These losses ate described as small in pro- 
portion to the tremendous success achieved. 

In the course of the communiqué which 
discloses this information, General Primo de 
Rivera highly praises the airmen, declaring 
that their daring flights during Wednesday's 
operations showed incomparable courage. 

The Commander-in-Chief also pays a tribute 
to the effective co-operation of the Navy, 
‘‘which, with the greatest success, attained 
the most important obiectives, 

The communiqué refers further to “the 
great dissatisfaction” prevailing among the 
tribesmen, who, it says, seeing that the power 
of Abdel Krim, whom they were terrorised 
into following, is on the decline, are. trying 
to place themselves under the protection of 
the Maghzen.

ow can Germany feel that she is a free 
nation with equal rights unless she is allowed 
to build aeroplanes and airships? is one of 
the questions that Herr Stresemann has been 
requested to ask the Allied Foreign Ministers:

Jafar, Pasha said 
that the latest telegrams from Bagdad, while 
confirming the view that there is no imminent 
menace from the Turks, made it quite clear 
that the latter are taking extreme measures 
to remove the Christian populations in the 
northern portion of the Mosul area in dis- 
pute.

NEW LONDON PLAY. 


“ THE MOON AND SIXPENCE ” 
AT THE NEW THEATRE. 


From Our Own Corresponpent. 
LONDON, Friday. 
_““The Moon and Sixpence” is an, adapta- 
tion of Mr. Somerset Maughan’s fine novel. 
The book was founded on the life of a cele- 
brated French impressionist painter—Gauguin. 

It is the story of a middle-aged stock- 
broker, who suddenly leaves wife, home, 
children and business and goes off to paris to 

aint. There, but for the kindness of a 
ellow-artist, he would have starved. This 
man, recognising the genius in Strickland, 
gives him home, food and the use of his 
studio. Strickland has no thought except for 
his painting, and when the artist’s wife falls 
in love with him, he takes what she has to 
ae and callously leaves her and goes to the 

uth Sea Islands, where he hopes to find 
complete freedom for his work. 

He works his passage to Papeete, and there 
lives with » native girl, allowing her to serve 
and provide for him, and becoming almost 
happy in his loneliness and his painting. At 
the last he contracts leprosy, but takes the 
news stoically. He Muid that anything he 
has done, any hardships he has suffered, has 
been worth while, because at last he has 
painted something really good. 

An epilogue in the London home of his 
deserted wife, a celebrated American art 
critic, collecting data for Strickland’s bio- 
graphy, shows that his genius has been 
ay recognised, and that his pictures are 
etching big prices. 

The scenes in Paris are. very fine. The 

inter’s utter disregard for all human ties, 

is ruthlessness and contempt for sentiment, 

are powerfully and impressively shown. e 
is forced to believe in the man and in his 
overwhelming sincerity. The scenes on the 
South Sea Islands were not so forceful, and a 
reat deal of irrelevant matter was intro- 
luced, and this interfered with the main 
thread of the story and caused the interest in 
the painter and his motives to weaken. 
There was also too much sentiment about 
these scenes, and some terribly tedious native 
humour. :

nation, and making provision for adding to 
their nimber throughout ‘the country. The 
Association was officially inaugurated at a 
great meeting in the Royal Albert Hall on 
the 8th July in the presen » of ‘Lbeir Royal 
Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of York, 
and its Executive Committee is already 
actively engaged in dealing with the roblem. 
It is eventually intended—provided that each 
country is willing—to set up a National Asso- 
ciation in Scotland, Wales and the North of 
Ireland, and a communication from the 
National Playing Fields. Association of Eng- 
land on this subject will shortly be conveyed 
to those countries. 

In the meantime I respectfully make the 
suggestion that, in the North of Ireland, all 
local authorities should lose no time in mak- 
ing inquiry as ‘to the facilities which their 
ycung people have for healthy outdoor recrea- 
tion, and, if, as is the case in England, it is 
found that these facilities in no way meet the 
requirement, then I would urge that they 
take immediate steps to deal with the matter. 

I have pleasure in enclosing with this letter 
a copy of the programme of the inaugural 
meeting of the National Playing Fields Asso- 
ciation, in which you will find, set forth in 
detail, the aims and objects of the movement.

FREE STATE EXPORTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The question of the serious shrinkage 
of our export trade, as revealed by the 
statistics just published, is one that certainly 
demands the careful attention of every Irish- 
man. We ate undoubtedly losing ground, 
in our most important 
market—England. Perhaps, one of the 
reasons for our decreased exports to England 
is that we take too much for gol At 
the present day no trade can live without 
advertising. Áre we doing as much as we 
ought to do in connection with the adver- 
tising of our products in Great Britain? We 
have trade representatives in several foreign 
countries. The volume of trade we do with 
these countries, [ submit, does not justify 
the retention of these esentatives, Over 
and over again we are faced with the fact 
that England is our best customer, and that 
our exports to other countries are negligible 
when compared with our exports to her. I 
submit for consideration the following sug- 
gestions, as I firmly believe that our economic 
Salvation’ lies in the aid we receive from 


(1) Abolish all trade and other representa- 
tives to countries outside Great Britain.

THE EDUCATION OF DOCTORS, 
s TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sia,—-The: Minister for Edueation (Dr. 
McNei}l) stated at a meeting at Ennis, when 
feferring to the doctors, that the people of 
Ireland and of County Clare paid for the 
education of half.of the doctors practising 
outside of Ireland; and gave it as his esti- 
mate that every émigrant ' who had passed 
thro a secondary school and a university 
cost £2,000."" If Dr. MeNeill’s statement were 
true, that. the ple Ireland and of 
County Clare paid to the extent he alleges 
for the education of Irish doctors, it should 
give the ratepayers the re, to register a 
mortgage on the lives and the services of 
such doctors: The cost of making a doctor 
in Ireland, from the time when he enters 4 
secondary school until he is fully qualified, is 
something between £1,500 and £2,000. This 
sum, in the case of nineteen out of twenty 
doctors, is borne entirely by their parents, and 
not by the “ people of Ireland and of the 
County Clare,” ‘as claimed by Dr. MeNeill. 
In the circumstances, Irish doctors are under 
no special obligation to the State for their 
professional training, for which their parents

WORK OF THE LIFEBOAT 


INSTITUTION, 


The splendid lead which Dublin continues 
to give to the other cities :n the Free State 
is referred to in a letter to Major Whewell 
from the Nationa! Lifeboat Institution’s head 
office. The letter adds that it should be 
enough for the generous-hearted Lrishmen of 
Cork, Limerick, Waterford and other cities to 
realise that the money spent in Ireland by 
the Irish branch exceeded the amount col- 
lected in Ireland by some £3,000 a year for 
them to emulate the citizens of Dublin and 
create active committees to raise the full 
sum of money which would enable the Irish 
lifeboats to be entirely self-supporting. 

At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Dublin branch, Major Whewell 
reported that the total amount collected by 
the Dublin branch in 1925 was £932 7s.

The shadow of the new coal dispute

LONDON HEAVY. 


RUBBERS BOOMING. 
The Rubber Share market again provided 


the centre of attraction in the London Stock 
markets yesterday, business being ‘on an 
active scale. Despite the fact that an easier 
' tendency prevailed in the commidity market, 
the wild scramble for shares continues, and 
dealers state that the volume of business put 
through yesterday was the largest since the 
now famous mad Monday in the early part 
of July. Excitement is almost at fever heat, 
and, with buying orders pouring in frém all 
quarters, the rush to secure shares is so wild 
that difficulty in dealing is reported. Business 
in the commodity market was on a quieter 
scale, and an easier tendency was evident. 
Spot rubber declined to ós. 5d. per. pound, 
or a fall of a penny from the previous closing 
quotation, while September was sold at 3s. 
43d. to Ss, 4jd., after ós. 6d. per pound on 
Thursday. A weaker tone was also manifest 
for forward positions. Apart from the Rubber 
market, a generally heavy tone prevailed, and 
easier prices were returned at the close. This 
is partly owing to sales by holders wishing 
to participate in the Rubber Share movement, 
but mainly due to the latest development in 
the coal labour situation.

THE SCRAMBLE FOR RUBBER. 
The scenes on the London Stock Exchange 
yesterday were reminiscent of the great rubber 

m. There was an exciting scramble over 
rubber shares, and orders were prolific. Shares 
were bartered at fever-heat and large numbers 
changed hands, and,there .was difficulty in 
dealing in some of the more active counters. 
Whereas most of the dealing during the past 
few weeks has been on behalf of “ inside ” 
interests, the bulk of the orders executed 
yesterday were for the general public. In 
July last, when the previous sensational run 
on rubber shares took place, many people, 
imbued with the idea that the high price of 
“spot ” rubber meant the immediate gather- 
ing in of fortunes by the producing companies, 
rushed in indiscriminately and bought any 
share labelled ‘‘rubber.’ It is said that 
dealers actually received orders om that occa- 
gion of the following nature from their 
clients :—‘‘ Buy £6, worth oí rubber 
shares."’ No limit was put on the price. That 
was left to the discretion of the dealer. In 
other words, any shares would do so long as 
they were rubber shares. The result was that 

rices rushed ahead at an alarming rate for a 
brief period,and then came the inevitable re- 
action. 

There is now an impression that the next 
two years will be good for rubber companies, 
for supplies are shorter, demand is increasing, 
and the ontput of the established companies 
is not likely to have to encounter competition 
from new areas for at least two years. It 
remains to be seen, however, whether all the 
shares which are participating in the present 
boom will be able to maintain the level to 
which they are being raised, and there was 
some sign yesterday that profits are already 
being taken by some speculators, though the 
demand prevented any decline in quotations.

SOUTH AFRICAN LEGISLATORS TOUR 
RAND REEF. 

The Transvaal Chamber of Mines has just 
completed a remarkable piece of enterprise by 
inviting members of the Senate and Legisla- 
tive Assembly to visit the Reef and inspect 
the gold mines and allied industries in order 
to judge their magnitude and importance for 
themselves. Eighty-six legislators accepted 
the invitation, and spent four full days in a 
very systematic tour of the Reef, both above 
and below ground. Everyone was very greatly 
impressed, even the Labour members admit- 
ting that conditions were far superior to what 
they expected, and the general opinion is that 
the effect of the first-hand knowledge thus 
gained. will be seen in greater sympathy 
towards the mining industry in Parliament 
when the session opens early next year.
